Japanese forces, repuised at 
Woosung, turned their attack to- 
day back on the crushed section 
of Chapei in Shanghai, strongly 
held by Chinese defenders. 

Japanese soldiers were landed 
at the waterfront of the Interna- 
tional Settlement and immediate- 

ly rushed into the battle. 

The first phase of the Japanese 
bluejacket and army assault along 
the 16-mile Shanghai-Woosung line 
came to an end this morning with 
' the Chinese, battered by big guns 
and assaulted by infantrymen, still 
clinging to their positions. 

The Japanese failed to carry out 
out their plan to reduce the Woo- 
sung fortress and then sweep on 
toward Shanghai. 

The spirited defense of the Chi- 
nese demonstrated again one of the 
great lessons of the World War— 
that machine gunners can_ take 
cover against heavy bombardment 
and survive to stop assault lines 
with their bullet streams. 

Chinese headquarters in Shanghai 
announced that 500 Japanese had 
been mowed down by machine guns 
on the Chapei front. The Japanese

Mrs. Judd, calm when she passed 
from. sight of a trailing throng of 
spectators, remained apparently un- 
moved when she reached her cell.

Headquarters had 
been set up in the office of the Shang- 
hai-Woosung railway and troops had 
been placed in Chinese houses and 
other buildings. 

Wait Reinforcements. 

Within Woosung village not a civil- 
ian could bé seen, but there was plen- 
ty of evidence that Chinese troops 
were there.

Meanwhile Japanese six-inch guns 
thundered away in another attempt to 
break down Chinese resistance in 
Chapei. Japanese headquarters inti- 
mated that within a short time an- 
other major attack would be launch- 
ed. It was reliably reported they had 
warned the Chinese that if they did 
not withdraw by today still larger 
guns would be brought up. 

Military and naval men here agreed 
that the size of Chapei, together with 
its difficulties of terrain, made the 
Japanese task doubly hard, and that 
the attackers would not be able to 
clear out the Chinese unless they in- 
creased their Manpower.

‘Wipe Out German Reparations,’ 
Dorothy Thompson Urges in Talk 


Germany is today, and has been for 
the past twelve years, undergoing an 
under-the-surface revolution, the out- 
come of which is yet undecided, 


according to the message brought to 
Atlanta Monday by Dorothy Thomp- 
son, (Mrs. Sinclair Lewis.) She spoke 
at the Glenn Memorial Auditorium at 
Emory University’as one of the sea- 
soul attractions of the Student Lec- 
ture Association. 
Miss Thompson, herself a distin- 
guished woman writer and newspaper 
correspondent, spermt a number of 
years in Europe, chiefly in Germany, 
as representative of a group of lead- 
ing American newspapers. She has 
interviewed the majority. of the out- 
standing post-war figures in that 
country and has earefully studied the 
social, economic, financial and politi- 
cal developments of recent years. 
. She made known her conviction, last 
night, that nobody believes today that 
Germany will eyer pay any more on 
her war reparations debt and clearly 
indicated her belief that such a course 
was the correct one. She pointed out 
that Germany has caacrage paid four 
billions in reparations whije France 
was only called on to pay one billion 
after her defeat in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war.- 
Debts Crippling World. 

“The whole world is staggering un- 
der a load of debt that is crippling 
our entire conomic system,” onc Miss 
Thompson. “What we ought to do is 
to wipe out a large proportion of these 
debts and start over with a clean 
slate. And the place to begin is with 
the reparations. Do you think for 
one moment that the United States, 
under any circumstances, could | or 
would pay any other country six hun- 
dred millions a year—which is the 
sum Germany is supposed to pay an- 
nually?” 

Referring to the economic crisis 
under which the world is staggering 
and which has gripped every. nation 
that took part in the World War in 
turn, Miss Thompson asserted that all 
the principals in that conflict had in 
actuality “lost the war.” 

“Germany lost the war,” she said; 
“England most certainly lost by the

war; the United States lost by the 
war; France will yet discover that 
she lost by the war, and only Russia 
and Japan—perhaps—won the war.”

The common stock of the pipeline 
sold at $42 a share in 1929. It closed 
today on the Chicago Stock Exchange 
at $1.20 a share.

THE SMITH STATEMENT. 
nN As was to have been expected, 
former Governor Al Smith prompt- 
ly squelched the efforts of repub- 


‘ fiean newspapers to read into his 
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Statement of Monday morning a 
“rule or ruin policy,” when in am- 
plifying the statement he says: ‘1 
think anybody who knows me will 
realize, on the basis of 30 years of 
pretty Square dealings, that no such 
thing is possible.” 

€ In keeping with their past efforts 
fo muddle the democratic situation 
so thoroughly that Governor Roose- 
elt will not be the nominee of his 
party, the republican papers lost 
no time in enthusiastically barring 
him as a possible nominee and glee- 
fully predicting dire results in the 
democratic ranks following the pub- 
lication of the Smith card. Typial 
of these efforts is the expression 
of the Waterbury (Conn.) Repub- 
lican that “Happy Warrior Smith has 
transferred happiness to the repub- 
lican leaders with the declaration of 
his candidacy.” 

In his supplementary statement 
Governor Smith spikes the guns of 
these republican newspapers by the 
flat-footed statement that ‘nothing | 
said makes me a candidate.” 

Largely as a result ©f the avidity 
with which the republican press 
prophesied evil days for the demo- 
crats as a result of the statement, 
few announcements in American 
political history have been greeted 
with such a conflict of opinion as 
was registered in the press com- 
ment. 

This wide divergence of views on 
the probable effect of the state- 
ment is illustrated in editorials ap- 


“pearing in the Philadelphia news- 


papers, where the Public Ledger 
féels that ‘‘the net result is to add 
to an already confused and discord- 
ant situation;” the Record “regrets 
the attitude taken,” and the In- 
quirer feels that “Smith has in real- 
ity left the situation pretty much as 
he found it.” 

In the west the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat feels that as a result of 
the statement “the path to the nom- 
ination of Governor Roosevelt ought 
to be made easy,” while only a few 


hundred miles away the Des Moines 


Register thinks “the net effect of 
the announcement ts to make the 
democratic race much more of a 
free-for-all than it was before.” 

' The newspapers of the south are 
ig practically unanimous agreement 
with the position of the Raleigh 
News and Observer that “Governor 
Smith has had his chance,” and of 
the Charlotte News that “Al Smith 
is not the man upon whom the dem- 
ocrats may unite for victory.” 

The Independent Baltimore Sun 
sees the statement “as a good thing 
for the party because it promises 
clash of opinion and the purifica- 
tion by fire,” but the democratic 
press as a whole expresses no ap- 
prehénsion of discord, nor any 
Slowing down of the steady march 
of Governor Roosevelt to the nomi-

THE BEST REMEDY. 


Federal aid in the back-to-the- 
farm movement is the surest remedy 
for the unemployment situation and 
would be the best economic tonic 
to hasten the return of normalcy in 
the opinion of C. S. Woods, promi- 
nent Houston, Texas, citizen. — 


Instead of spending huge sums, 
as has been suggested, in the con- 
struction of roads and public build- 
ings, and in other purely temporary 
relief measures, Mr. Woods advo- 
cates that the government finance 
the purchase and equipment of 
small farms where those now unem- 
ployed could take their families and 
at least be assured of food and shel- 
ter. 

From the Carolinas to Texas there 
are millions of acres Of land, much 
of it contained in hundreds of thou- 
sands of abandoned farms, which of- 
fer opportunity for safety and sus- 
tenance to the family groups in the 
cities which have been brought to 
desperate straits during the past two 
years of economic depression. 


Forty-acre tracts could be 
equipped with comfortable but in- 
expensive buildings,, fencing, farm 
machinery, a cow, horse, chickens 
and pigs for $2,500. With the 
planting of fast-growing food and 
feed crops families placed on. such 
farms would soon be in a position 
where they would need no furtNer 
aid, 


The $5,000,000,000 bond issue, 
which it has been suggested be is- 
sued for governmental construction 
work in all parts of the country, 
would provide such a haven for at 
least 2,000,000 such families. 


The tremendous demand for lum- 
ber for the construction of the farm 
buildings would immediately rehabili- 
tate the lumber industry and put 
thousands of men back to work. 
Similar activity would be brought 
to carpenters, plumbers, painters, 


—giving employment, it is esti- 
mated by Mr. Woods, to at least a 
milliom men. 


The increase in sural population 
would bring about a rise in land 
values and thousands of small towns 
and villages would find it necessary 
to expand in order to meet the 
larger number of patrons in their 
various stores, thus furnishing ad- 
ditional work for construction men 
and bringing about the buying of 
building materials of all kinds. 


The plan, feels Mr. Woods, would 
provide more employment and put 
more money into circulation in more 
different ways than any other sug- 
gestion yet made, with every dollar 
of the money advanced by the gov- 
ernment being repaid in time by 
the very people who were benefited, 
rather than by the taxpayers of the 
country, 


The feasibility of the back-to-the- 
farm movement has been successful- 
ly demonstrated in several mill com- 
munities in South Carolina, where 
idle operatives and their families 
have been placed on abandoned 
farms and have without exception 
become self-supporting within a few 
months’ time, | 

The south is especially fitted to 
care for the unemployed of the 
cities. Its millions of idle acres, 
mildness of climate and wide va- 


‘riety of. food crops offer oppor- 
tunity for a new independence and 
improved health for the workers who 


have been cooped up in factory and 
mill wails. 

The advisability of the federal 
government’s undertaking such a 
task as suggested by Mr. Woods is 
questionable, but if the south could 
evolve some plan whereby the dou- 
ble objective of placing the unem- 
ployed of the cities in a position to 
become self-sustaining once more, 
and of populating our abandoned 
farms and undeveloped acreage, 
could be achieved, it would mark 
the beginning of a sound and pros- 
perous era for our agriculture, in- 
dustry and commerce.

In chronic 
bronchitis with emphysema (overdis- 
tended or dilated air cells in the

In any form of 
heart disease when the heart muscle 
becomes. too exhausted or weakened 
to maintain circulation through the 
lungs, there is manifest difficulty. of 
breathing or shortness of breath. In 
certain ¢ases. of chronic nephritis 
(Bright’s disease) with uremia, diffi- 
enlt breathing is-a serious symptom. 

True asthma, bronchial or spasmodic 


asthma, is not due to heart, kidney, 
lung or other organic disease. It is: 
a functional derangement occurring in 
periodic seizures or attacks, like epi- 
lepsy or migraine, the attacks lasting 
for hours or days and then passing. 
The most searching examination of 
the patient or of the chest in the in- 
terval between attacks fails to elicit 
any abnormality. One may be su 
ject to sévere asthma, yet in the in- 
terval presént no sign or symptom by 
which a physician may discovér the 
ailment. 

In most cases of long enduréd or 
neglected asthma the yictims suffer 
with various complications which, of 
course, persist between attacks. But 
even 80, a physician can diagnose 
asthma only when he examines the 
atient in the course of the seizure. 
n this respect it is comparable with 
epilepsy. True, the good detective 


:imay note little clues which arouse 


his suspicion, in respect to either 
asthma or epilepsy, but he can’t. be 
eertain till he catches the malady in 
the act. s 

The important cause, if not the sole 
cause, of true asthma in child or 
adult is specific sensitivity—don t run 
away, we'll translate it into words of 
one syllable right away—specific sen- 
sitivity to some protein substance 
which is absorbed or enters the body 
via some other route than normal 
digestion, and acting as a poison ex- 
cites .the typical reaction called 
asthma. In very young infants it 
manifests — perhaps as a violent 
digestive upheaval.

nitrate plant. : 

“The power question,” he said, 
“will be a vital issue in the next 
campaign unless the power trust is 
successful in stopping the nomination 
of Governor Roosevelt. Wittingly or 
unwittingly. many are lending them- 
selves to the og trust movement 
to stop Roosevelt.” 

Views Sharply Divided. 

Stirred as by no other develop- 
ment since the momentous days of 
28, the democrats read and reread 
the pronouncement of Alfred : 
Smith today, and began once more 
taking sides for and against him. 

In spite of his reiteration that he 
would not seek renomination, it re- 
mained the almost unanimous opinion 
of political leaders that his willing- 
ness to accept support had put him 
squarely into the contest. 

In the main, those who want to 

uncture the high-riding boom for 
Franklin D. Roosevelt predicted that 
Smith’s attitude quickly would do the 
trick. The Roosevelt men themselves 
replied that the effect would be in- 
stead to redouble their efforts and 
strengthen their candidate. 

Evidence of the tightening of lines 
on both sides of the Roosevelt-Smith 
controversy in the east was furnished 
by a group of pro-Roosevelt congress- 
men From Pennsylvania, who an- 
nounced plans for an immediate pre- 
primary campaign, and by pro-Smith 
men from Massachusetts, who began 
active preparations to capture their 
state delegation. Both Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts hold primaries 
April 26. 

The day’s caasideration disclosed 
practically no shifting from one side 
to the other, although Daniel 4. 
McGillicuddy, democratic national 
committeeman for Maine, said Smith's 
announcement had “entirely changed” 
a- situation previously favorable to 
Roosevelt. he committeeman for 
Rhode Island, Patrick H. Quinn, four 
years ago a Smith man, declared 
Smith’s renomination would 
“equivalent to presenting a certificate 
of re-election to the republican nom- 


inee,”. 

A brief debate in the house started 
when Representative Blanton, demo- 
erat, Texas, declared that Smith's 
statement “puts him out of the run- 
ning before it gets started.”

Refusing Finesses 
and Greatest Card Analyst 


A finesse in Contract Bridge is an 
effort to take advantage of the posi- 
tion of adversely held honors to make 
an additional trick in the suit. Fre- 
quently it is an essential element in 
the successful management of a hand, 
but as-a finesse has only an even 
chance of winning, it should not be 
taken if there is a better way of play- 
ing the hand.

~ FARM AID PLANS 


Leaders: Map Details of 
U.S. Relief Policies. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—P)— 
A search for the best means of help- 
ing the hard-pressed farmer today ab- 
sorbed the attention of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 

The directors - of the vast credit 
agency went over the situation with a 
congressional delegation representing 
the great agricultura] states of the 
west, Then ,they spent the afternoon 
with Secretary Hyde, working out 
plans or making funds available to 
the farmers. 

* The corporation laid down regula- 
tions governing loans. Specifically ex- 
cepting advances to the railroads, the 
directors ruled that loans would be 
made for such periods as the corpora- 
tion may approve, having regard to 
the circumstances of each case. No 
loan will be made for longer than 
three years, 

' Method of Loans. 


Application forms for loans will be 
made available through corporation 
representatives in the various federal 
reserve banks and branches. These 
applications, with statements of finan- 
cial status and securities in proper 
form, must be filed by the borrower 
with the nearest loan agency, which in 
turn will transmit it to the Washing- 
ton office with recommendations. — 

Representatives Knutson, republic- 
an, Minnesota, and Strong, republic- 
an, Kansas, headed the delegation 
which urged the corporation to estab- 
lish a division in its organization espe- 
cially charged with the handling of 
loans for agriculture. Knutson said 
his proposals had been received in a 
friendly spirit. 

The delegation requested that loan 
committees bet set up in the various 
agricultural states consisting of men 
closely iliated and thoroughly con- 
versant with rural bank and credit 
needs of their states. — 

Regulations ae loans to 
railroads will the subject of 
further study by the corporation and 
announcement of procedure in such 
cases will be made soon. 

Rules issued today cover loans to 
the following: Banks, savings banks, 
trust companies, building and loan as- 
sociations, insurance companies, mort- 
age loan companies, federal land 

nks, joint stock land banks, credit 
unions, ig nec ye credit corpora- 
tions and livestock credit corporations. 

The following conditions were spe- 
cifically laid. down : 

“No loans or advances may be made 
upon foreign securities or foreign ac- 
ceptances as collateral or for the pur- 
pone of assisting in the carrying or 
iquidation of such foreign securities 
or acceptances. 

“No loan may be made for the pur- 

of’ initiating, setting on foot, or 
inancing any enterprise not initiated, 
set on foot or undertaken prior to Jan- 
uary 22, 1932, except that this limi- 
tation does not apply to loans made to 
agricultural or livestock credit corpo- 
rations, or federal land banks, joint- 
stock land banks, or federal interme- 
diate credit batiks, nor to loans made 
to banks for the purpose of financing 


j agricultural operations.” 


Under the rules, loans may be made 
directly upon promissory notes of the 
borrower. °

After a public school edu- 
cation he came to The Constitytion 
as a reporter, and at various times 
worked on other newspapers here. 

Later he became secretary to Mayor 
James G. Woodward and Mayor W. 
R. Joyner, and was subsequently man- 
ager of parks. He helped organize 
the Atlanta Builders’ Exchange and 
became its secretary. 


The attraction of newspaper work 
becoming too strong, he went to 
New York, where for a time he did 
special work for the New York Her- 
ald and the Hearst newspapers. 


He was so successful in his new 
work that the Hearst organization 
sent him to South America as gen- 
eral manager of the International 
News Service and the King Features 
Services. He continued to represent 
those organizations until the time of 
his death, 

Sixteen years ago he married Miss 
Helen Hare, of Uvalde, Texas, who 
survives him and who was with him 
when he died.
